A summer term of 11 weeks and an autumn term of 
ten.weeks was taught by Georgia B. Walker, of Stow. 
Wages, including board $7.00 per week. A winter 
term of 12. weeks, taught by Ethel Binford is in pro- 
gress. Wages, $5.00 per week, board included. It 
might seem to those not familiar with facts and circum- 
stances that this school is getting more than its share of 
the money, but this is due to the fact that this school 
was behind and was entitled to this extra amount of 
school. No doubt the teachers in all our schools do 
thorough and conscientious work and try hard to ac- 
complish good results. 

It seems unfortunate that all the schools in this dis- 
trict have dwindled to such diminutive proportions. — If 
the district was so situated geographically, that all the 
pupils could be placed in not more than two rooms, I 
believe the progress and welfare of the scholars would

Pursuant to the charge committed to us we proceeded 
to make the repairs the district contemplated and in- 
structed us to perform, and we beg leave to submit our 
report, which is as follows: 

At the last annual meeting the district, after viewing

the building decided that the proper thing to do, was to

$200 OO was raised and appropriated to defray the ex- 


penses.
